hoods west, emptying from the 
Rock Creek Canyon wall north of 
Magic Valley Regional Medical 
Center. 

The tunnel acts as o storm 
dram for city streets. But a con- 
stant flow of 2 cubic feet per sec* 
ond of water comes from irriga- 
tion and ground water sources. 
At one manhole, you can hear the 
water rushing by in the darlotcss. 

In that constant flow, the Idaho 
Division of Environmental Quali- 
ty found high levels of fecal col- 
iform while investigating possible 
sources of pollution to Rock 
Creek. 

City and state specialists first 
suspected human waste from 
leaking septic systems. But the 
larger items show a sewer line 
may be to blame, Gilmore said. 

The DEQ has tested tunnel 
water at various times and loca- 
tions. Higher colifomi levels in 
the morning and evening will sig- 
nal higher sewer use when peo- 
ple are home. Test results arc 
expected Friday.

Paralyzed gymnast keeps her spirit 

NEW YORK (AP) - The condition since the arrirlMr . ■ ■ r 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 
Chinese gymnast paralyzed dur- 
ing a wormup vault at the 
Goodwill Games is learning to 
write her name again — n«»ng 
fingers that still can’t move. 

“Her spirit is quite amazing - 
highly motivated. She is consis- 
tently in a good mood," said Dr. 
Knstjan Ragharsson, an expert 
on rehabilitation for spinal cord 
injuries at The Mount Sinai 
Medical Center. 

Song Lnn broke her neck July 
21 at Nassau Coliseum on Long 
Island and remains paralyzed. 

"She's very skillful,” her doc- 
tor said. “She’s working very 
hard on things that come very 
simply to us." 

Holding utensils with the help 
of a splint attached to her hand, 
17-ycar-old gymnast painstak, 
ingly feeds herself, combs her 
hair, brushes her teeth and is 
learning to dress herself. She gets 
out of bed with a sliding board 
onto a wheelchair, which she 
pushes around the hospital corn- 
dors. 

It’s all in preparation for a new, 
more self-sufficient life that 
includes learning English from a 
tutor. 

"She greets me very politely in 
English - 'Good morning, Dr. 
RagnaTSSon,"* the doctor said. 

The bad news, he said, is that 
there has not been any signifi- 
cant change in her neurological 


condition since the accident. 
Sang still has no feeling in her 
lower body or her hands. 

She is, however, developing 
the muscles she'ean control, 
including those in her neck, 
shoulders, anns and wrists, and 
she’s learning (o balance her 
body while atting. 

For this kind of spinal c ord 
inju^, Ragnaisson qirf, the prog- 
nosis is “exceptionally poor." 
Any other devdopment would 
have been “almost miracnloas." 

However, the doctor he 
has heard ituit some ptmple vdtfa 
a complete spinal cord isjmy 
such as Sang’s have regained 
some function. 

He said the teen-ager is taciztg 
the bad news “frith marmity."

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GPS collars revolutionize bear monitoring 



New technology gives wildlife managers insight 


YELLOWSTONE NATIONAL. 
PARK, Wyo. (AP) — Grizzly 
bear collars monitored by satel- 
lite have given wildlife man- 
ogers more information in the 
-patT~yi-nr thniy i\ g itnrt>»rw<»n htr~ 

ry of flying over grizzly territo- 
ry, federal bear managers said. 

Ttie $S,000 radio collars are 
linked to the Global Positioning 
System, or GPS, which triangu- 
lates exact positions from navi- 
gation satellites. 

When the GPS collars turn on 
five times during a 24-hour 
period, they send signals of a 
grizzly’s whereabouts to three 
satellites. That information is 
downlpadcd into a computer in' 
Maryland, explained Chuck 
Schwartz of Bozeman, head of 
the Interagency Grizzly Bear 
Study Team. 

“The collars can take fixes 
(on the bears* locations) Inde- 
pendent of people,” Schwartz 
sold Monday. "We don’t need 
low-level flyiitg,” a sometimes 
dangerous pursuit that has 
killed some v^dlifc btolo^sis. 


Before the GPS collars were 
'placed on grizzlies in 
Yellowstone National Park, 
researchers usually learned the 
whereabouts of bear^titted 
-withsimpltu^'radibciniai^^ 

Fixed wing aircraft fly over 
the Yellowstone area only 
between S a.m. and 10 a.m. 
between April and October 
when grizzlies ore not hibemat-->- 
ing, said John Varlcy, director 
of the Yellowstone Center for 
Resources. 

After monitoring three bears 
for a year wearing GPS collars, 
grizzly managers have learned 
the bears browse for food in 
meadows at night, where they're 
protected by darkness. Collar 
readings showed grizzlies didn't 
cross roads even after dork. 

The bears were monitored in 
their home territory in the 
Cabinet Creek Recreation 
Area, the Hayden Valley and 
the Gallatin National Forest’s 
Buffalo Plateau. 

During the day, the bears are 
more likely to be found brows- 


ing in the forests where they're 
hidden by trees, Schwartz ^d. 
They eat whitebark pine cooes 
at high elevations. 

Canon U.S.A. contribute^ 
-$300,000 in 1397- to YeUdwstbae ~ 
National Park and some of that 
money was used to buy GPS col- 
lars. 

On Monday, Keith Poglen, a 
'Canon official from Lake 
Success, N.Y., gave Finley a 
$110,000 check to be used this 
year. Part of those funds may 
go to the GPS collars. 

Besides the Initial purchase 
price, it costs about $1,000 to 
replace the batteries, which 
usually go dead after one year, 
sold Kerry Gunther, 
Yellowstone’s bear manager. 
Batteries on the three GPS col- 
lars placed on the grizzlies last 
year are now dead. 

The GPS collars ore made to 
fall off after about a year, 
Schwartz said. The collars bare 
a swatch made of cotton that 
rots away and lets the collars 
fall off.

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Park Service allows 
jet skis at 25 sites 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
National Park Service said 
Tuesday it will allow continued 
use of jet skis at 25 recreation 
and scasJiorc areas where they 
now are primarily usod, but 
impose a bon on the watercraft 
at all other facilities. 

, Use of the controversial 
watercraft would be reviewed 
over the next two years at 12 of 
the 25 sites with an eye tovmrd 
restricting — or perhaps ban- 
ning — their use on a case-by- 
case basis. 

Some environmentalists had 
sought total ban of jet skis 
througl^out the park system, 
even in popular roCTeation areas 
such Lake Mead in Nevada 
where they hove been extremely 
popular for years. 

But the Pork Service rejected 
such a sweeping ban, arguing 
that use of jet sids was appropri- 
ate at 13 sites — many of them 
manmade lakes such as Lake 
Mend *- where recreational 
boating U a primary attraction. 

The agency said most jet skis 
currently used within the park 
system arc found in those 13 
areas. The regulation was oimed 
at preventing the spread of the 
skis to waterways in other parks. 

The National Park ond 
Conservation Association called 
the action "a long overdue move 
to protea thewatcr and wildlife 
of the porks” but said it was con- 
cerned that unregulated jet sld 
use would continue ot 12 parks 
while the issue is being further 
reviewed. 

"They, should prohibit jet sld 
use in those parks until the spe- 
cial regulation process has been 
completed,” said Tom Kiman, 
president of the National Paries 
and Conservation Association, o' 
private ddvocacy group. 

Nevertheless, Kiman praised 
the Pa/k Service for having 
"recognized that thrill-craft like 
jet skis don’t belong in most 
units of the national park sys- 
tem because they damage 
resource and disturb visitors.” 
The regulation is expeaed to 
bccomaifuuil in 60 da;^ after a 
formal comment period. It has 
been under consideration for 
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more than a year. 

"The new regulations will not 
stop jet skis at our national 
parks. It will only slow down 
their growth,” Russell Long, 
director of the San Francisco- 
based environmental group 
Bluewater Network, otrl recent- 
ly. 

Many environmentalists com- 
plain that jet skis are noisy, leidc 
oil and gas into the water, pose ' 
safety risks to other visitors and 
damage natiiral resources. 

"We think there are places 
the public wonts to be able to 
continue to ttse them,* said Park 
Service spokesman Itavid Barna. 

Americans own 1.2 million jet . 
skis, with sales running about 
200,000 a year, occorxfing to the 
Personal Watercraft Industry 
Association. They account for 11 
percent of wotercraft re^stered 
in the countzy and 35 percent of 
the accidents involving vessds 
in water. Some states and local 
governments have restricted jet 
sld use. 

Under the proposed federal 
rule, the craft may be used 
indefinitely at two national 
seashores — Gulf Island 
(Florida-Mississippi) and Ptulre 
Island (Texas) — and in 11 
national recreational areas: 
Amistad (Texas), Bighorn 
Canyon (Montana), Chidmsaw 
(Oklahoma), Curecanti 
(Colorado), (^teway (New York- 
New Jersey), Glen Canyon 
(Arizona-New Mexico), Golden 
Gate (California), L^e Mead 
(Nevada), Lake Meredith 
(Texas), Lake Roosevelt 
(Washington), Whiskeytown- 
Shasta-Tiinity (California). 

Those sites where 'die craft 
will be evaluated over the n«rr 
two years but be allowed in rite

Racing pigeon enthusiast masters flock 


SPRINGFIEU). Ore. (AP) — 
Slouched in a lawn chair 
his home, John Matthews cer- 
tainly didn’t look like be was in 
the midst of a race across 


He toyed absently with a piece 
of wood dowdine. sipped a st^ 
and chatted with a visitor. But 
Matthews’ gaze kept drifting 
between his watch ai^ the east- 
ern skyline. 

In his mind’s eye, Blaithews 
was flying over those forested 
slopcs'of the Cascade Range. 
Skimming the trcciops at 4S 
mph. Flying wing beat for wing 
beat wi^ his pigeons, which at 
that moment were on the home 
stretch of a 300-miIe aerial 
marathon. 

Radng pigeon enthusiasts like 
Matthews have to use their 
imaginations. All they ever sec 
of a race is the final seconds as 
pigeons drop onto landing 
boards in front of tbeir lofts. 

Even idter 20 'years of raising 
and flying the birds, however, 
Matthews still gets nervous on 
race day. 

“Once it gets past the time I 
think they should start getting 
here, I get a little jittery,” he 
nftmitr ' 

Saturday’s race had begun at 7 
in morning, in a smaU town near 
the . Orcgon-Idaho border. 
Sevcnty-oinc birds bad ma^ an 
overni^t trip to the release site 
in Ontario aboard a trailer 
owned by the WOlamette VaDey 
Racing Pigeon Association, a 
“combine” of clubs from 
Eugene, Albany and Salem. 

It’s a ”"»tt band ti 
dedicated to a sport that is bo^ 
ly popular in parts of the world, 
but something of an oddity in

“There are small villages in 
Europe, that have more pigeon 
racers than we have in all of 
Oregon,” Matthews said.

She’s an “ace pigeoi^” he said. 
“Except for one race, she’s 
always been there with the Grst

To the casual observer, the 
pigeons being fitted with their 
race numbers appear no differ- 
ent than those that beg for 
crumbs in the park. 

But radng pigeons are “a little 
more athledc,” BAatihews said. 
"They’re bred for tbeir homing 
ability and for their speed." 

Top ace pigeons, often with 
pedigrees going back SO years or 


more, sell for tens of thousands 
of dollars in some parts of the 
worid. 

But the Eugene-based 
Willamette Pigeon Radng Qub 
will provide anyone interested 
in taking up the sport vrith 10 
pigeons for $100. 

“And we'll give them their 
money back the first time they 
race with us,” Matthews said.

Matthews, who recently 
retired from Weyeihaeuscr Co., 
got involved in pigeons because 
his two youngest sons wanted to 
raise birds. 

The boys lost interest after a

Training young pigeons 
doesn’t take long. Most breeders 
begin training about six weeks 
before the season’s first race in 
May. They start out releasing 
their pigeons a few miles from 
home, then gradually increase 
the distance. 

Not all homing pigeons make it 
home, however. In fact, this has 
been a bad year for Northwest 
pigeon racers in that regard. 

“I wound up getting back four 
birds out of IS,” says club mem- 
ber Ron Jubber, “and there 
were several other guys around 
the state that lost 20 and 25 
birds. For some mysterious rea- 
son, all their young birds hit a

Vortex or something, but they 
never made it home." 

Nobody knows for sure what 
goes wro'ng when pigeons fail'to 
return, because how they navi- 
gate is a mystery. 

However it works, “bad weath- 
er — thunderstorms; lightning — 
really fouls up their homing abil- 
ity,” Matthews said. “So do dis- 
turbances on tlic sun — sunspots 
screws ’em up pretty bad.” 

Even in ideal conditions, the 
^cons must run a potential 
jantlct of predators. An ace to 
Matthews is just another meal to 
0 falcon or a hawk. 

As for why the birds will fly up 
to 600loilcs non-stop, Matthews 
believes it has something to do 
with the fact that pigeons are 
extremely territoriaL 
“They have a spot where they 
feel safe and where there's food 
and whatnbt, and they just want 
to get back to it ” he said. 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
Environmentalists arc launch- 
ing a new national campaign on— 
Tuesday in Boston to ensure 
that their long war for more 
Utah wilderness survives and 
thrives during upcoming elec- 
tions. 

They will begin a scries of 
meetings nationwide with the 
press, politicians and activists 
to seek support for their new, 
larger proposal for 8.5 million 
acres of wilderness in Utah. 

“In order to pass wilderness 
in Utah, wc need to build sup- 
port in places like Boston, 
Atlanta, Seattle, Chicago and 
Son Francisco," Wilderness 
Society President Bill Meadows 
said. 

Member groups of the Utah 
Wilderness Coalition are hold- 
ing meetings across the country 
to describe how volunteers 
“rcinvenioricd" Bureau of Land 
Management areas in Utah and 
determined that 8.5 million 
acres deserve wilderness pro- 
tection, not just the 5.7 million 
acres of a prior proposal. 

“Thysc arc some of the most 
beautiful areas in America,” 
Meadows said. “Many people 
arc surprised such land still 
exists in UlP lower 48 (states).

ncss left, and wc have to do 
what wc can to preserve it." 

A stalemate exists over the 
matter in Congress because 
most Republicans have sided 
with their fellow Utah party 
members who seek smaller 


amounts of wilderness, 
although even some of the 
Republicans’ recent proposais- 
have called for up to 5 million 
acres. 

But Democrats and some pro- 
environment eastern 

Republicans have generally 
supported environmental 
groups that want much more 
than the 5.7 million acres origi- 
nally identified. 

Meadows predicts that any 
resolution to the dccudes-old 
wilderness wars is still years 
away bccousc Congress is so 
closely divided on the issue ond 
because time will be required 
for cither side to build a win- 
ning majority. 

“I think wc will win eventual- 
ly, but it will take time," 
Meadows said. “I think move- 
ment to our side is coming slow- 
ly. ... Even the Utah delegotion 
is more careful about what it 
says, because I think more 
Utahns arc supporting us. Wc 
want politics to catch up to 
what people want." 

Meadows also said environ- 
mental groups arc willing to 
seek serious compromise and 
end the long controversy. They 
migiit settle for less than the 8.5 
million acres they now seek if 
certain large areas arc adc- 
quaicly protected. 

“The work on the reinvemory 
has really charged up a lot of 
volunteers who worked on it," 
he said. “We've always found 
strong interest in protecting the 
lands in Utah." '
